Lyon said th a t death was caused by j 
a collap se of the lungs brought on o> 
p arox ysms of coughing at the time 
the sliver was lodged in the esop hagus. 
The case was unusual and startling,! 
certainly to the friends of the Judge 
who knew him as a vigorous man of 
athletic build. 
An U nusual Accident. 
Death struck in an unusual manner 
in the case of Judge Lyon. He was sit­ 
ting in a restaurant near the Hotel 
Kansas Citian, where he had lived 
many years. The judge had ordered a 
T-bone steak and while he was eating 
it he read from a newsp ap er lying be­ 
side his p late. He swallowed a bone, 
which immediately caused him dis­ 
comfort and p ain, and gradually the 
p ain increased. 
Judge Lyon called 
his friend, Edwin A. Harris, lawyer, 
who lives at the Hotel Kansas Citian. 
Mr. Harris took Judge Lyon to St. 
Mary’s hosp ital, where the family 
p hysician and other doctors went into 
consultation. 
As a result of the medical consulta­ 
tion it was decided to use a bron­ 
choscop e to remove the bone in the 
judge’s esop hagus. 
The SHver 1* Item oved. 
The op eration was successful and 
the bone described as about one and 
one-half inches long was removed. 
The p hysicians noted that the tender 
membranes of the esop hagus had been 
cut and it was feared at the time 
th at Judge Lyon’s condition might 
become worse because of infection or 
if p neumonia set in. 
The judge had coughed a great deal 
and in that way his lungs undoubted­ 
ly had become weakened. As he was 
sitting up in his bed at the hosp ital, 
p rop p ed up by the lifted head rest, he 
was listening to Mr. Harris ex p laining 
the disp osition of hls court m atters of 
the day, th at a jury drawn to try a 
case had beer dismissed.

His p hysicians were at hand and 
gave him attention. 
For about two

But an 
analy sis of the figures reveals that 
while, in many instances, the dollar 
volume has gone up materially , the 
total number of pieces of goods has 
not increased very much.

quantity . 
Must Pay More Abroad. 
To a large extent this is a reflec­ 
tion of the increased amounts Ameri­ 
can purchasers of foreign goods are 
pay ing in foreign currencies, due to 
thè depreciation of the dollar.

cckoncd on a dollar volume is also 
sigh because of an anticipation of 
ligher prices abroad and also be- 
ause of a fear that inflation in the 
J nited States will cheapen the dol- 
ars that American firms and busi­ 
nesses now possess.

J ames P. Whiteside and G. F. Blakes- 
ley defended Henry Ford in his arbi­ 
trary NR A stand and eulogized him 
as an American citizen. This is not 
an effort to minimize the achieve­ 
ments of a mechanical wizard. How­ 
ever, we must remember that it took 
more than an inventive genius to 
make his company a success. 
When the Ford company was or­ 
ganized Ford put up his patents and 
designs and received stock valued at 
$25.500. Alex ander Y. Malcomson re­ 
ceived an equivalent amount of stock 
for guaranteeing payment of $7,000 
worth of bills. The paid up capital of 
$28,000 cash was furnished by J ohn S. 
Gray, Albert Strelow, J ames Couzens 
and others. 
A few years subsequent to the in­ 
ception of the company, Ford bought 
Malcomson’s stock for approx imately 
$175,000. 
No criticism is directed at 
the manufacturer for gaining com­ 
plete control of the company through 
the acquisition of this stock, but why 
did men like Senator Couzens sell out 
cnce the company had reached the 
stage where potential profits were 
enormous?

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DANGER IN PRICE FIXl.NG. 


The NRA will be getting o n dangero u s gro u nd 
If It permits price fixing in the pending re­ 
tail co des. 
The difficu lty lies in the danger 
that prices to the co nsu mer will adv ance sharp­ 
ly « nd u nnecessarUy, o u tstripping his capacity 
to bu y. 
The situ atio n is o f v ital impo rtance. 
It 
affects the great mass o f the pu blic far mo re 
than the co des o f the big basic indu stries. Fo r 
it carries with It the po ssibUity o f higher liv ing 
co sts. 
Two « snsideratio ns are to be bo rne In mind. 
One is that the u nderlying theo ry o f the NRA 
relies largely o n v o lu me to co v er increased co sts. 
It is assu med that mo st o f the o v erhead will 
remain u nchanged, and that increased co sts 
fro m sho rter ho u rs and minimu m wage scales 
wo u ld be taken care o f by increased sales. 
The o ther co nsideratio n is that with retail­ 
ers pro ^cted by the co de fro m u nfair co mpeti­ 
tio n thro u gh lo ng ho u rs and lo w pay, the price 
situ atio n largely wo u ld take care o f itself. 
U 
» fto re co u ld be assu red that its co mpetitc-r 
wo u ld no t hav e u nfair adv antages fro m ho u rs 
and wages, it o o u ld meet any co mpetitio n by 
efficient management. 
Po ssiMy o ne additio nal safegu ard might be 
warranted. 
It might be in acco rdance with 
pu blic po licy that articles sho u ld no t be so ld 
belo w co st by the retaUer. Bu t here o ne grav e 
danger is ev ident. 
That is the danger o f set­ 
ting u p an arbitrary co st standard that wo u ld 
depriv e the co nsu mer o f the adv antages to be 
deriv ed fro m dealing with efficient merchan­ 
disers. 
Thu s. It is pro po sed in the retail dru g co de 
that the co st shall be what is paid by tjie small 
co mer dru g sto re fo r its go o ds. The neighbo r­ 
ho o d dru g sto re has its place deriv ed fro m co n­ 
v enience to its patro ns. Bu t there is no reaso n 
why the co mmu nity in general sho u ld be de­ 
priv ed o f the lo wer prices that might legiti­ 
mately be o ffered by the efficient large sto re. 
Again there is a pro v isio n that no standard 
article sho u ld be so ld at less than 21 per cent 
bdo w the retail price set by the manu factu rer. 
Here o nce mo re the co nsu mer wo u ld be penal­ 
ised by a denial o f the adv antages o f the ef­ 
ficiently managed sto re. 
If a sto re with lo w o perating co sts, altho u gh 
imying standard wages and redu cing its ho u rs, 
is able to sell fo r 60 cents an article priced 
XKunintUy at |l , why sho u ld the co nsu mer be 
fo rced to pay 79 cents? 
The co nsu ming pu blic has a v ital interest in 
its ability to pu rchase go o ds at the lo west prices 
that go o d management can o ffer, with standard 
wages and ho u rs o f wo rk. 
If the NRA by arbitrary restrictio ns fo rces 
high prices it will be ado pting an u nso u nd po l­ 
icy at the expend o f the pu blic. Su ch a po licy 
will risk aro u sing widespread resentment against 
the who le plan, with diminished pu rchases and 
lo sened emplo yment. 


Wh a t Ab o u t Mo to r Ca r Sp eed in g ? 
Po lice repo rt excessiv e speed was respo nsi’.le 
lo r the fatal au to mo bile accident o n Inde­ 
pendence av enu e yesterday. It is an o ld sto ry. 
Excessiv e speed is respo nsible fo r a large share 
o f accidents. 
Bu t what are the po lice do ing abo u t it? The 
time to deal with su ch accidents is by clamp­ 
ing do wn o n speeders. TTie po lice can make 
speeding u npo pu lar if they set themselv es to 
do so . The po licy o f lax enfo rcement o f the 
traffic co de is a co ntribu ting cau se to the 
large nu mber o f au to mo bile fatalities this year. 
Pu blic sentiment sho u ld be stro ngly behind 
the law enfo rcement co mmittee o f the co u ncil, 
when it waits u po n the po lice au tho rities in 
the near fu tu re o n instru ctio n fro m the bo ard 
o f go v erno rs, to u rge greater activ ity in the 
Impo rtant department o f traffic co ntro l.

Preservin g a Free Press. 
A few years ago the sectio n o i the annu al 
repo rt that Dean Carl W. Ackerman o f the 
Co lu mbia scho o l o f jo u rnalism has ju st su b­ 
mitted to the pre.sidcnt o f Co lu mbia u niv er­ 
sity. dealing with the freedo m o f the press, 
wo u ld hav e attracted v ery little attentio n. In­ 
deed. so generally was it reco gnized thro u gh­ 
o u t the civ ilized wo rld that a free press and 
the right o f free speech were Indispensable 
to the maintenance o f the demo cratic system o f 
go v ernment, that Dean Ackerman pro bably 
nev er wo u ld hav e tho u ght then o f mentio ning 
the fact in his repo rt. Bu t, as he has po inted 
o u t, dev elo pments in this co u ntry, as well as 
abro ad, hav e placed the impo rtance o f these 
fu ndamental liberties in a new light. 
As to the resu lts o f the su ppressio n o f a free 
press in co u ntries like Ru ssia. Italy, Germany 
and Japan, there is no need fo r discu ssio n. 
Tliey .speak fo r themselv es in a pu blic o pinio n, 
n.o ldcd and co mpletely co ntro lled by certain 
militari.stic leaders. 
In this co u ntry the sit­ 
u atio n o bv io u sly is different. 
Bu t it is no t 
neceasary to qu estio n fo r a mo ment the ad­ 
herence o f the present administratio n to all 
the traditio nal American ideals o f indiv idu al 
liberty to see in that situ atio n an element o f 
danger. 
With the co u ntry o rganized fo r a great na­ 
tio nal attack u po n eco no mic co nditio ns and 
with the go v ernment engaged fo r the first 
time since the Wo rld War u po n a definite pro ­ 
gram o f pro paganda, the temptatio n fo r fa­ 
natical su ppo rters o f the go v ernment’s plan to 
co nsider any criticism o f it as little sho rt o f 
treaso n is o nly to o ev ident. That temptatio n 
mu st be resisted. Fo rtu nately, the danger o f 
indu lgence is slight, bu t the fact that a man 
o f the standing o f Dean Ackerman has seen fit 
to po int o u t the danger canno t be igno red. 
The liberty o f the American newspapers to 
reco rd and co mment u po n ev ery aspect o f the 
go v ernment’s reco v ery pro gram Is necessary fo r 
the pro tectio n o f the American peo ple against 
su ch disasters as hav e always fo llo wed ev en­ 
tu ally u po n the su ppressio n o f the freedo m o f 
the indiv idu al.

is co ntro lled chiefly by American credito rs. 
Cu ba’s 
seco nd 
indu stry—to bacco —also 
Is 
mo stly American. Nearly all the banks, p il- 
ro ads, street car lines, electric plants, tele­ 
pho ne systems and o ther pu blic u tilities are 
o wned by capital fro m the United States.. The 
do minant po sitio n in all this American enter­ 
prise has, du ring recent years, been assu med 
by large banks o f the United States. 
Carleto n Beals, an au tho rity o n Cu ba, recent­ 
ly wro te in discu ssing the affairs o f Cu ba that 
"no where else, certainly no t in the United 
States, has ru gged capitalism had a freer hand 
than in Cu ba. Yet in few places in the wo rld 
to day are co nditio ns qu ite as bad. 
Denied 
eco no mic ju stice, the peo ple can o nly be kept 
do wn by bru tal despo tism, iro n-heeled militar­ 
ism. Thu s all po litical do o rs are clo sed to the 
ho nest and capable.’’ 


FIRST COMM ERCE CLANDESTINE. 
American co mmerce with Cu ba dates back 
to Spanish co lo nial days o f smu ggling and 
piracy. 
Clandestine co mmerce flo u rished be­ 
fo re o u r o wn independence, bu t no t u ntil the 
early nineties o f the eighteenth centu ry were 
Cu ban po rts o pened to neu tral ships carrying 
fo o d and clo thing. Up u ntil the end o f the 
nineteenth centu ry o u r stake largely was trade, 
mo re o r less clandestine. 
The American su gar indu stry in Cu ba began 
to gain co ntro l du ring the Go mez perio d, co n­ 
so lidated its po sitio n u nder Meno cal. His sec­ 
o nd term and the su bsequ ent administratio n o f 
Zayas and Machado represented the financial 
co nso lidatio n o f American Interests, a shift o f 
co ntro l fro m the su gar baro ns to the banks 
and pu blic u tilities. The o pening o f the Pan­ 
ama Canal made Hav ana far mo re impo rtant 
as an internatio nal trade po st. 
'These shifts." Beals says, "were paralleled 
by po litical changes and the dev elo pment o f a 
paternalistic Carribbean po licy by the United 
States. 
The earlier co ncessio n-su gar perio d 
was represented by the Taft-Mago o n inter­ 
v entio n. Financial co ncentratio n was featu red 
by the meddling o r fprev entiv e’ po licy o f Cro w­ 
der. Pu ll fi’iancial co nso lidatio n co incides with 
the hands-o ff po licy begu n with Harding, car­ 
ried o n by Co o lidge, Ho o v er and Ambassado r 
Gu ggenheim. 
In o ther wo rds, financial ru le, 
beco me mo re direct and po werfu l, needs to call 
u po n the state department o nly in su bterra­ 
nean ways o r in times o f crisis." 
Marqu ez Sterling, fo rmer ambassado r, o nce 
said, "Su gar cane do es no t make co lo nies 
happy o r a peo ple cu ltu red, o r repu blics 
o pu lent: and the independence we w-o n with 
the war against Spain we mu st co nsu mmate in

to ry. A hu ge iro n chain o nce was stretched 
acro ss the bo ttle-neck entrance o i that same 
harbo r to keep o u t pirate fleets. 
Mo rro Castle, bu ilt in 1597, o nce was assailed 
by the American rev o lu tio nary patrio t, Israel 
Pu tnam, with tro o ps fro m New Yo rk, New Jer­ 
sey and Co nnecticu t. 
In later years Gen. 
Leo nard Wo o d ru led it while go v erno r general 
du ring the three years o f American military 
o ccu patio n after the Spanish-American war. 
Pro m the massiv e Castillo de la Pu erza, the 
walls o f which are still standing in Hav ana, 
De So to started o n his ill-fated expeditio n that 
resu lted in the disco v ery o f the Mississippi 
Riv er. Ato p its watch to wer fo r fo u r years his 
yo u ng bride daily scanned the ho rizo n fo r his 
retu rn, and died at last o f a bro ken heart. 
Crews o f American warships in Hav ana har­ 
bo r can see the mo nu ment to the battleship 
Maine, who se mysterio u s sinking started the 
co nflict with Spain in 1898. 
It recalls Theo ­ 
do re Ro o sev elt’s charge with his Ro u gh Riders 
u p San Ju an Hill, Lieu tenant Ho bso n’s famo u s, 
bu t fu tile effo rt to bo ttle u p Admiral Cerv era’s 
Spanish fleet in Santiago harbo r by sinking 
the co llier Merrimac in a narro w channel, and 
the sto ried dash o f the" battleship Orego n 
aro u nd So u th America to aid in the fight 
against Cerv era. 
Bu t to day u nder Cu ba’s calm, blu e sky stalks 
the white gho st o f su gar, sad memo ry o f bet­ 
ter days.

“It has been charged that 4 mUlio n do llars 
went o u t in mysterio u s payments," Beals 
states. 
"The who le scheme was dev ised ap­ 
parently to permit the banks to get back their 
bad lo ans; to permit the large fo reign Cen­ 
trales to break their co ntracts ’with the 
gro wers. 
"Su bsequ ently Cu ba, Jav a, Germany, Czecho ­ 
slo v akia, 
Po land, Hu ngary 
and 
Belgiu m, 
thro u gh Chadbo u rne and su gar representa­ 
tiv es, entered into an agreement that fo r the 
1930-31 cro p Cu ba wo u ld cu t pro du ctio n 33 
per cent; Po land and Hu ngary, 14 and 5 per 
cent, respectiv ely. 
All the o ther co u ntries 
were permitted to increase their o u tpu t fro m 
3 to 27 per cent. 
"Cu ba was fu rther weakened by an execu tiv e 
defcree which fo rced the co mpanies—o therwise 
liable u nder Ajperican laws as a co mbine in 
restraint o f trade—to fo rm a su gar po o l to 
ho ld in reserv e 700,000 to ns in additio n to that 
to be bo u ght by the co rpo ratio n. This, also 
was ano ther bankers’ maneu v er to jo ckey u p 
the price tempo rarily and get o u t fro m u n­ 
der regardless o f su bsequ ent effects o n the 
indu stry as a who le." 
Thu s, it is argu ed that fo r ev ery po u nd o f 
su gar that Cu ba ho lds o ff the market, o ther 
co u ntries ru sh in to pro v ide o ne. While Cu ba 
fu rnished 21.6 per cent o f the wo rld’s suiH>Iy 
in 1925, in 1931 it pro v ided o nly 11 per cent. 
Ordinarily the Cu ban cane wo rker receiv ed 
$ 1.50, ev en u p to $ 2.50 a day; no w, wages fo r 
o ne mo nth o f cu tting do no t exceed 25 cents 
a day; in Camagu ey the wo rker can earn o nly 
9 cents, and in so me places 3 cents. 
This co nv ersio n o f Cu ba fro m a great su gar 
empo riu m to a great su gar wareho u se with 
no bo dy bu t the wareho u se keeper to fo o t the 
bills, has significance fo r the av erage Ameri­ 
can. 
Mr. Beals says the co nsu mer is paying 
far mo re than he sho u ld fo r his su gar, and 
o u r tariff, in the past respo nsible fo r u nju stly 
Increasing the price o f su gar fo r the co n­ 
su mer to benefit the artificial beet su gar in­ 
du stry, has, by the Smo o t-Hawley schedu le, 
been increased, and no w stands sho u lder td 
sho u lder with the Chadbo u me plan to fu rther 
preju dice the real interests o f o u r o wn co u n­ 
try. 
He estimates these facto rs hav e added 
247 millio n do llars o f annu al co st to the 
American co nsu mer.
